“August” handily beat the two 
other titles that appeared on 
the ballot filled out by residents 
in the weeks since the three 
Wilmington Reads finalists 
were announced in July, Out of 
273 votes, “August” nabbed a 
comfortable 129, —_ while 
“Fahrenheit 451” caught fire 
with 101 and “Nickel and 
Dimed” got shortchanged with 
only 43 nods, 

“Fahrenheit 451,” written by 
Ray Bradbury more than 50 
years ago, is a cautionary tale 
that imagines a future in which 
books are banned and firemen 
are authorized and equipped to 
snuff out all stories and, inci- 
dentally, those who get caught 
reading them. 

“Nickel and Dimed,” written 
by journalist Barbara 
Ehrenreich and subtitled “On 
Not Getting By in America,” is 
a nonfictional examination of 
those who work dead end jobs 
and struggle to pay bills, eat 
well, and keep a roof over their 
heads, 

“August” did more than rise to 
the top of the final three.

WILMINGTON - Ever hear of 
Seek and Quite Nyce?

said. “In each case, SEA essen- 
tially dismissed the environ- 
mental] impacts as negligible.” 

The town has until September 
3 to offer its comments on the 
Environmental Assessment. 

The proposed reload facility 
would acquire approximately 
1,300 feet of existing railroad 
track and would construct an 
additional 2,700 feet for the pur- 
pose of transloading various 
materials, including construc- 
tion debris, contaminated soils, 
liquid chemicals, newsprint, 
non-hazardous waste, and other 
products, from trucks to rail 
road cars. The Environmental 
Assessment notes that none of 
the materials would be haz- 
ardous or explosive or would be 
processed, stored, or handled at 
the reload facility. 

The assessment estimates 
that the facility could generate 
approximately 400 truck trips 
per day, depending on the suc- 
cess of the business, but it 
expects initial operations to 
generate approximately 200 
trips. 

SEA considers 400 truck trips 
to be a worst case scenario, 
increasing the average daily 
traffic on Eames Street and 
Woburn Street by no more than 
5 percent. 

Wilmington selectmen do not 
consider 400 truck trips to be 
anywhere near a worst case 
scenario. 

“This is just their foot in the 
door,” said Selectwoman 
Suzanne Sullivan. “And their 
foot in the door is scary 


enough.”

SEA determines that rail traf- 
fic will create “negligible” 
impact on delays and safety, 
since the trains would operate 
between the hours of 1 a.m. and 
5 a.m. on weekdays.

titles mentioned above. 

“August,” which Hamill wrote 
and published in the 1990s, has 
proven popular with those who 
have read it. The story has 
received an average of four 
stars out of five from as many 
as 132 reviews that have been 
written and posted on 
Amazon.com. 

In the months ahead, the 
library will purchase paper- 
back copies of “August” with 
federal grants secured by the 
Massachusetts Board of 
Library Commissioners that 
expire in October. Residents 
will then hunker down this win- 
ter to read “Snow in August” as 
it actually snows in January 
and February of 2005. In 
March, the library will sponsor 
several discussions and activi- 
ties that will provide readers 
with chances to tackle the 
book’s themes and share opin- 
ions. 

Library Director Tina Stewart

“I hope the level of participa- 
tion will exceed ‘Empire 
Falls’,” Stewart says. 

Last year, residents chose 
“Falls” as the first book for the

times by Wilmington readers 
who wanted to delve into the 
lives of the story’s stuck folks in 
a luckless Maine mill town.

. of my daughter and making 
syre she knew who I was. When 
I arrived in Brockton from Fort 
Drum, New York, she came 
right to me. She knew who I 
was. It was great.” 

Haught, a Wilmington native, 
Spent the past 18 months on 
active duty with the 439 
Quartermaster Company of the 
United States Army Reserve. 
He and his unit operated a fuel- 
ing station at Camp Cedar, 
which is located about 12 miles 
west of Iraq’s second largest 
city, The camp is also situated 
approximately 90 miles south of 
Baghdad. 


“My job was to supply fuel to 
all of the convoys that were 
coming up north,” Haught says. 
“We were stationed on the only 
major highway from Kuwait to 
Iraq. We pumped over 50 mil- 
lion gallons of fuel while we 
were there.” 

On any given day, Haught and 
his unit would supervise as 
many as 500 vehicles that would 
pass through and refuel in a 12- 
hour period. The station could 
service 20 vehicles at a time, 
with all of them filling up the 
40-foot spaces between the 20 
fuel nozzles available. 

*There’d be whole brigades 
and divisions that would be 

‘coming and going at the same,” 

- Haught says. “We pretty much 

+ Pefueled everyone who was sta- 
tioned there. If you were in 
Iraq and you drove out there, 
you came to our fuel site.” 
»Haught never experienced 
battle during his service in 
Iraq, but he was not removed 
from danger. He and his unit 

‘were responsible for their own 
security during their first four 

» months at Camp Cedar, so they 
were vulnerable to drive-by 

. Shootings that were common 
from the access road just 100 
meters away. 

“Whoever it was, they’d drive 
by and take a couple of pot 
shots, and that would be about 
it,” he says. 

‘Haught registered with the 
United States Army Reserve on 
his 2ist birthday in 

of 2000. At that time, he had 
taken some time off, done some 


landscaping and took up plumb- 
ing in the two years since he 
graduated Shawsheen Tech in 
1998. He joined the service 
because he needed some 
money. Little did he know, in 
just one short year since that 
September, the world would 
change, and the United States 
would become embroiled in an 
ongoing War on Terror. 

In the months _ since 
September 11, Haught and his 
unit heard nothing. The gov- 
ernment had contacted them, 
of course, and put them on 
alert, but they were pretty 
much stuck poised indefinitely 
on their toes. = * 

“Once September 11 hap- 
pened, my heart started beat- 
ing faster,” Haught says. 
“When you join the military, it’s 
always on the back of your 
mind that our country may 
have to go to war, but you never 
expect itto happen.” 

Then, on February 10, 2003, 
Haught got the call. He would 
report to his unit’s headquar- 
ters in Connecticut, head to 
Fort Drum from there, and 
eventually fulfill his duties in 
Iraq with a six-month tour. 

“I was shocked when I got the 
call, but I knew I had a com- 
mitment to fulfill,” Haught 
says. “I just had to bite the bul- 
let and just go. I figured, the 
sooner we leave, the sooner we 
get back.” 

Not quite. Near the end of 
Haught’s tour, he read in the 
military’s newspaper, “Stars 
and Stripes,” that United States 
Defense Secretary Donald 
Rumsfeld had extended the 
time of service for all Reserve 
troops from six months to one 
year. For Haught, that period 
of one year got extended once 
more.

this bad news on TV, so I’d have 
to try and calm them down and 
reassure them that everything’s 
okay,” Haught says. “I give a 
lot of credit to the families that 
have people over there right 
now. They have to find a way to 
go about their normal, every- 
day lives, It’s hard.” 

When Haught returned home, 
the welcome was warm. At one 
point, as he headed north up 
Route 93, he saw a “welcome 
home” banner waving from the 
overpass of Route 129 here in 
Wilmington. The banner, which 
was hung by his friends at the 
local VFW, appeared in a pic- 
ture on the front page of a 
recent edition of the Town 
Crier. That picture now hangs 
proudly at the VFW. The ban- 
ner now stretches proudly 
across the front of his mother’s 
home. 

“I can’t believe somebody 
actually did that for me,” 
Haught says. “I’ve known those 
guys at the VFW a long time. 
Those guys are cool.” 

Haught is happy to finally be 
home, where he can pursue his 
days freely and indulge in ordi- 
nary acts, like taking a shower, 
that the rest of us take for 
granted. In Iraq, he had to 
walk five or ten minutes or 
drive a truck to another base to 
take a shower, only to step into

He’s happy to be back home, 
too, in New England, the

get through.” 

Most importantly, Haught is 
happy to be home with his 
fiancee and daughter, whose 
health and energy and abun- 
dance of hope stands in stark 
contrast to the children he 
encountered in the Middle 
East 

“It felt good helping the kids 
over there,” Haught says. 
“There's no schooling, and all 
of the children work on farms. 
They have no homes. It's actu- 
ally a really sorry sight. It was 
a bad sight, to see kids suffer- 
ing like that. Whenever we'd 
drive by them, they’d give us a 
thumbs-up and say ‘America! 
America!’ We just tried to help 
them out by giving them food 
and water. They appreciated 
it.” 

On the whole, Haught is grate- 
ful for his experience in Iraq, 
noting that, first and foremost, 
as a sergeant, he learned how 
to treat his fellow soldiers and 
take care of them. 

“You have a lot of soldiers 
come to you with problems and 
you do your best to help them 
out,” he says. “When problems 
arise and you're the only one 
there, you have to do some 
quick thinking to get your mis- 
sion accomplished.” 

According to Haught, the pos- 
sibility exists that he could be 
called up again to report to 
duty, wherever Uncle Sam sees 
fit, perhaps next year or even 
2006. Like most American ser- 
vice men and women, who sac- 
rifice their freedom to defend 
our own, he prefers to stay 
home with his daughter and 
fiancee, whom he'll marry next 
October. If his country needs 
him, though, he’ll know exactly 
what to do. 

“I love my country,” he says. 
“I'm always going to be a patri- 
ot and do whatever I can to 
help my country out.”

Foreign high school students 
are scheduled to arrive soon, 
and the sponsoring organiza- 
tion needs a few more local 
host families. 

According to Pacific 
Intercultural Exchange (PIE) 
Executive Director John Doty, 
the students are between the 
ages of 15 and 18 years, are 
English speaking, have their 
own spending money, carry 
accidental health insurance, 
and are eager to share their 
cultural experiences with their 
new American families. PIE 
currently has programs to 
match almost every family’s 
needs, ranging in length from a 
semester to a full academic 
year, where the students attend 
local high schools. 

PIE area _ representatives 
match students with host fami- 
lies by finding common inter- 
ests and life-styles through an 
informal in-home meeting. 
Prospective host families are 
able to review student applica- 
tions and select a_ perfect 
match. As there are no “typi- 
cal” host families, PIE can fit a 
student into just about any situ- 
ation, whether it be a single 
parent, a childless couple, a 
retired couple or a large family. 

Families who host for PIE are 
also eligible to claim a $50-per- 
month charitable contribution 
deduction on their itemized tax 
returns for each month they 
host a sponsored student. 

For the upcoming programs, 
PIE has students from 
Germany, the former Soviet 
Union, Venezuela, Argentina, 
Brazil, Macedonia, Hungary, 
Korea, Ghana, Mexico, Italy, 
Paraguay, Australia, 
Yugoslavia, China, Belgium, 
Vietnam and many other coun- 
tries. PIE has also been invit- 
ed to participate in a special 
government-funded program to 
bring scholarship students for 
the newly independent states of 
the former Soviet Union to the 
United States. 

PIE is a non-profit education- 
al organization that has spon- 
sored more than 20,000 students 
from 40 countries since its 
founding in 1975. The organiza- 
tion is designated by the United 
States Department of State and 
is listed by the Council on 
Standards for International 
Educational Travel (CSIET), 
certifying that the organization 
complies with the standards set 
forth in CSIET’s Standards for 
International Educational 
Travel Programs. 

Doty encourages families to 
contact the program immedi- 
ately, as it will allow the proper 
time for the students and hosts 
to get to know one another 
before they actually meet for 
the first time.

Old Home Week 
celebrated — Wo caBlis bee 


Wilmington deat bredeger 
pride in 1904 


WILMINGTON - The third day of August 1904 was a big day for 
the people of Wilmington. 

It was the third day in a week which had been named Old Home 
Week. Many former residents had returned to be in Wilmington 
that week. On Sunday, the churches had special services. On 
Wednesday, there was a parade, starting at the Town Hall at 10 
a.m., with Milton T. Holt as parade marshall. 

That parade was probably the longest one ever held in 
Wilmington. Starting at the old Town Hall, it went to Wilmington 
Square, then down Main Street to Middlesex Avenue, then the 
entire length of Middlesex Avenue to Salem Street. Once it 
reached the old North School at the corner of Ballardvale Street, 
it turned around and marched back to the Town Hall. 

The total distance was just under six miles. Four policemen, the 
North Reading Brass Band, 38 members of the Wilmington Fire 

° Department and the Chelsea Drum Corps marched the distance. 
Everyone else was in a buggy, or a wagon. 

Robert Gowing was the chairman of Old Home Week. John T. 
Wild, the superintendent of the Union Ice Houses at Silver Lake, 
was the treasurer. Carrie Swain, a teacher, was the secretary. The 
committee had two other members, J. Howard Eames and Maria 
W. Carter. She was the daughter of William H. Carter of High 
Street. And of course, the three selectmen, Herbert N. Buck, 
Edward A. Carter and Eugene G. Shaw, were also members of the 
committee. The selectmen rode in a barouche, along with town 
clerk James E. Kelley, immediately behind the band. 

Leading the parade was Chief of Police William Swain, along 
with three other officers. 

Albert D. Butters was the marshall of the first division. 

Civil War and Spanish-American War veterans were in a barge, 
as it was called, as were a number of school children. 

Then came a fire wagon with Chief Engineer Caleb S. Harriman 
and Asst. Chief Engineer Frank W. Kidder. 

Engine One, stationed near the site of the present post office, had 
16 men in the parade, all in blue suits. The captain was Daniel 
Boynton. The hose wagon for Engine One followed, a wagon made 
by Milton Holt. He made both of the hose wagons. 

Engine Two, the company stationed in North Wilmington, fol- 
lowed. Capt. Joseph Hill and Lt. Almon Thompson were in blue 
uniforms, The privates wore “natty blue shirts and white duck 
trousers,” as they were described. Those uniforms were a donation 
from Caleb Harriman. 

Thomas T. Sidelinker was the marshall of the second division, " = £ > 
which consisted of 15 wagons, horse drawn, of course.

This may not be Alaska or northern Maine but do not be sur- 
prised if a deer or moose is seen walking in the local downtown 
shopping areas, 

Over the weekend, a shopper was reportedly hit by a deer walk- 
ing in the downtown section of Salem and deer have been spotted 
in Malden as recently as two months ago. According to the 
Massachusetts Department of Wildlife Management there are 
85,000 to 95,000 statewide. Densities range from about 10 per 
square mile in northwestern Massachusetts to 50 to 60 per square 
mile on Nantucket Island. 

State Wildlife Biologist Bill Woytek estimated there are 25-35 
deer per-square mile in the Middlesex East readership area. 


“There are higher figures in those towns with 
hunting restrictions,” Woytek said, “and the towns 
with conservation areas have even higher num- 
bers of deer.” 

In a survey taken of the ten communities in the ¥ 
Middlesex East readership, for the most part the jj 
ealls reporting the presence of deer and coyote 
are up. One fact that is revealed is that the preda- 
tory eastern coyote does not help in keeping the 
deer population down. ip 

North Reading Animal Control Officer Jerry 4 
Berg explained, “The deer is a large animal. 
Usually coyotes don’t go after large animals. 
They go after small animals.” i 

Woytek and the responding animal control offi- 
cers agree that building and development are 
bringing the animals back to the area. This is 
ironic since it was development that drove them out 
of Massachusetts when the first colonists came in the 
1700s. 

Wakefield Animal Control Officer Ken Stache said, 
“People need to understand, every time we build a house we are 
taking away (the animal’s) property.”

According to Woytek, 65 percent of the state is forested land 
He also noted that the area between Route 128, I 95 and 1-495 
is the most densely populated with moose. In fact this year to 
date, 41 moose have been reported as the victims of auto acci 
dents and a total of 33 were reported last year. 
“There is a lot of forest in this area that the animals can 
move around in,” Woytek said 
Burlington Animal Control Officer Gerry Mills has 
received a couple of reports of moose sightings inthe area 
of the Burlington Reservoir and he has also received a 
report of a black bear in the town. 
“It is hard to find (the moose),” Mills said, “because 
of the large wetlands area (where the moose feed).” 
Lynnfield Animal Control Officer John Procurot said 
that he gets several reports of deer in his community, espe. 
cially near Lynnfield Center and the wooded areas by 
Reedy Meadow. A moose was also spotted in the Reedy 
Meadow three to four years ago but has not been seen 
since, 
There have been no moose in Wakefield, according 
to Stache, but there have been deer sightings, He 
agrees with Woytek, that the animals follow the rail 
road tracks and the power lines, 
Using this theory, Stache expects that it will not 
be long before a moose finds its way to Wakefield,

Programs) to work.” 

He explained that the management program relies a lot on 
hunters with either guns or archery equipment to thin out the 
deer population. The permits are given out by zone with the more 
dense zones getting a higher number of permits. 

According to Woytek, “State law prohibits the discharge of 
firearms or bow and arrows in certain areas. Therefore, the devel- 
opment is providing more food sources as well as protection.” 

According to Woytek, the moose population has been on the 
increase since the mid-1990s and in the last three to four years the 
number of moose in Massachusetts has reached an estimated 500 
to 700 animals. 

He noted that the moose usually feed in forests where the trees 
are the required four to five feet higher that those needed by deer.

ON LICE 

According to medical profes- 
sionals, including doctors at the 
Harvard School of Public 
Health, head lice are not a seri- 
ous medical condition, and 
often parents, caregivers and 
school officials tend to overre- 
act to the condition.

Elementary school- 
ers are working on book 
reports, high-school kids are 
doing research papers and the 
college coeds are typing class 
notes. 

If kids don't learn healthy 
typing techniques early in their 
school careers, they may be 
setting themselves up for 
health problems like carpal 
tunnel syndrome, a bad back, 
fatigue and headaches.

AVOID EYESTRAIN 

* Set up your computer cor- 
rectly on your desk. Position it 
just below eye level to reduce 
tilting and straining the neck 
and back. If you wear bifocal 
or multifocal lenses, tilt the 
screen downward slightly. 

* Keep eyes comfortable. If 
you wear contact lenses and 
are sensitive to air quality 
from conditions like air condi- 
tioning, low humidity, dust or 
ozone emission, try using ster- 
ile eye drops to lubricate your 
eyes. (Consult your doctor 
first.) 

* Avoid excessive contrast 
on the screen. Choose a posi- 
tive contrast with black char- 
acters on a white background 
or dark characters on a pale 
background. Avoid red or 
orange characters, except for 
titles or hypertext links. 

* Position documents at the 
same height and distance as 
your computer monitor. Use a 
document holder that attaches 
to the side of the monitor so 


your eyes and neck won't have 
to strain as you glance back 
and forth between the monitor 
and document 

* Beware of the lighting in 
your computer area Try to 


reduce glare by lowering win- 
dow coverings, turning off over- 
head lights or using an anti- 
glare computer filter. 

* Select a TrueType font. It 
has characters that are at least 
12 points with serifs. The serifs 
guide the eye along a line of 
text. 


BODY BASICS 

* Give your muscles a 
break. Typing for.a long time is 
uncomfortable and raises the 
potential for health problems. 
Take several short breaks of a 
few minutes each so you aren't 
typing and in front of a com- 
puter screen all day. You can 
stand up, stretch or take a 
short rest to give your hands 
and body the rest it needs. Use 
an ergonomic keyboard and 
mouse pad to keep wrists ele- 
vated and prevent injury. 

* Proper posture is essen- 


tial. Sit in a chair that adjusts 
to your height and provides 
enough back, neck and head 
support. Place your feet on the 
floor or atop a footrest 

* Keep the body moving, 
even while you sit. Rotate your 
feet, wrists and head a few 
times a day, clockwise and then 
counterclockwise. At regular 
intervals, stretch your fingers 
and joints. Change your posture 
frequently, without neglecting 
back support 

* Take advantage of the 
computer's resources that 
make typing less arduous. For 
example, use keyboard short- 
cuts instead of clicking menu 
commands with the mouse. 

* Reduce the scrolling speed 
of the text when you go through 
a long document. Try a page- 
to-page scroll rather than line- 
to-line while revising a long 
document.

to scribble. Much like the trend 
to teach babies sign language 
before they can learn to speak, 
offering children manipulatives 
to learn math and reading has 
been successful 

Literary manipulatives 
come in many forms but are 
typically many units of plastic 
or wood, each imprinted with a 
letter or a word. Such manipu- 
latives eliminate the burden of 
learning to write in order to 
communicate. 

Parents seeking a literacy 
manipulative should look for: 

* Something that is not so 
small it presents a choking 
hazard for the youngest learn- 
ers; 

* Something that can be 
used as just a toy as well as a 
learning device; 

* Something multidimen- 
sional, able to grow with the 
child's ability. 

Parents will find that pre- 


senting the manipulative and 
letting the child explore it will 
result in play and then in ques- 
tions.

¢ In time, inbreeding of lice 
on a person’s head causes the 
lice to die spontaneously. 
That's why kids generally do 
not become covered with them. 
It is a self-limiting condition. 

NO-NIT POLICY 

If a child does have live lice 
on his or her head, the possibil- 


ity of transmission to othe 
has already bee nt for at 
least a month without exhibit 
ing any symptoms. Some 
schools institute a “no-nit” poli 
cy of secluding children or hav 
ing them stay at home. Accord 
ing to professionals, excluding 
children, especially if they will 
just be sitting somewhere else 
in the school, cannot be justi 
fied from a medical, nursing or 
social perspective. Some even 
shave a child's head, which 
may be traumatic for the child.

Take the stress out of tests 


Say the word "test" to one ot 
the millions of high school stu- 
dents entering their junior or 
senior year and that can only 
mean one thing -- college 
entrance exams.’
